Applicants for Professional Development Scholarships must have their administrators recommend professional
leave, if applicable, and must submit completed application materials by the deadline. Scholarships are
intended to help offset the expenses associated with attending a national or regional National Council of
Teachers of English Language Arts (NCTE) convention or conference, National Writing Project (NWP)
workshops or summer institutes—such as the Montana or the Yellowstone Writing Project, or Indian Education
for All (IEFA) focused seminars and training.
